But one Thing I think it needful to ſay, 
and that is, that I have endeavoured to 
explain the Words and Phraſes, which are 
capable of different Conſtruftions, in ſo inof- 
fenfive and Catholic a Senſe, that I per- 
Juade myſelf ſcarce any Member of that ve- 
nerable Aſſembly would deny it, if they 
were now living; and which, I hope, will 
render it more acceptable to the greateſt Part 
of Chriſtians, who make uſe of this Cate- 
chiſm.
